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The applicant argues that the Office Action pulls bits of information from diparate elements of the cited reference, does not teach a 
recourse comprising a peer group ID and a randomized ID, and does not teach providing access to said resource using said at least one 
key. The examiner disargrees, all the limitations are based off of resource request in the client server system, thus all the bits of 
information that is used to map the limitations are actions by the server in response to the user request thus they cover the limitations. 
The reference, Reiche teaches that the reference comprises a peer group ID and a randomized ID because the resource includes many 
IDs to make sure that the accessing client is authorized such as the random ID initialized for the resource (Column 8, lines 65 - 66, 
random transaction ID) and the peer group ID which can Just be identifer to locate and identify the resource (Column 10, lines 50 - 63). 
The reference Reiche also teaches that a key is used to allow access to a resource (Column 9, tines 3 - 6). 
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
